Tyre was on the East 
coast of the- Mediterranean Sea at the mouth of 
the River Leontes, sometimes called th^i&aters 
of Lebanon. Joppa was on the sea coast about 
90 miles South ot Tyre arrd it was the nearest or 
rather the best and most covenient sea port for 
Jerusalem which was in the interior 35 miles to 
the South East ot Joppa. 
But to the Eastward 


ot Jerusalem and only twenty miles distant, was 
the mouth of the river Jordan which flows down 
from these same mountains ol Lebanon and from 
the Hermon Mountains, through the sea of Ti- 
berius into the Dead sea. 
Now from the fact 


that they took the Westerly rout, including the 
passage of 90 miles or, following the windings 
of the coast, as they must have done with their 
rafts, over 100 miles by the Mediterranean Sea 
from Tyre to Joppa and 35 miles over land from 
Joppa to Jerusalem it is evident either that the 
river Jordan was not a good lumbering stream 
or that the timber lay on the west side of the 
mountains towards Tyre and not on the East 
around the gources of the Jordan. In ordet to 
form some idea of the magnitude of this lumber- 
ing operation, let us considei that Bangor is one 
of the largest lumbering markets in the world, 
aad that'the whole number of men engaged in 
that business in our woods, inihe winter,isabout 
2,500. Now, besides the servants ofHiram,who 
could not have been few in~numbeT,~considFring- 
the supplies-furnished, Solomon himselt made a 
levy ot 30,000 men out of all Israel and sent 
them, by turns, ten thousand a month to Leban- 
on, to work with the servants- of Hiram. 
But 


although this must have exceeded in expense, 
and in the number of workmen employed, any 
similar operation ol modern times, yet the quan- 
tity of timber, thus obtained and carried to Jeru- 
salem • was so small as to impress us powerfully 
vrith the immense advantages which modern art 
has conferred upon mankind, in labors of this 
description. 
For all this timber was tor Solo- 


mon '«temple,which;was seven years-in building, 
the walls of which were of stone, and which, in 
its given dimensions could not have contained 
a hundredth pa*t of the quantity of lumber an- 
nually sold in our market.
